REGULATIONS UNDER CLAUSE (d) OF SUB-SECTION 
(2) OF SECTION 45 OF THE AIR CORPORATIONS 
ACT, 1953, AS APPROVED BY AIR-INDIA INTER- 
NATIONAL. 


NOTIFICATION 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Clause (d) of 
sub-sction (2) of Section 45 of the Air Corporations Act, 
1953, No. 27 of 1953, the Air-India International Corpora- 
: on, with the previous approval of the Central Govern- 
ment. hereby makes the following regulations, namely : — 

1. Short title. — These regulations may be called the Air- 
India International Corporation (Authentication of Orders 
and Instruments) Regulations, 1953. 

2. Definitions.— In these regulations unless the context 
otherwise requires : 

(a) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the Corpora- 
tion. 

(b) “ Corporation ” means the Air-India International 
Corporation ; and 

(c) “Members” means members of the Corporation. 

3. Authentication of orders, decisions, instruments, of 
- he corporation. — (1) All orders and other decisions made 
end taken in the name of the Corporation shall be authen- 
ticated by the signature of the Chairman or any other 
jfficet authorised by the Chairman in this behalf and the 
validity of an order or decision which is so authenticated 
shall I not be called in question on the ground that it is 
not an order or decision made or taken by the Corpora- 
tion. 

(2) All instruments and all contracts made in the dis- 
charge of functions by the Corporation shall be expressd 
to be made by the Corporation, and all such contracts and 
all assurances of property made in the discharge of such 
functions shall be executed on behalf of the Corporation 
by the Chairman or the General Manager or such officers 
of the Corporation as may be authorised in this behalf by 
the Chairman and shall bear the seal of the Corporation : 

Provided that nothing in this clause shall be deemed 
to apply to contracts mad by the Corporation in regard 
to matters of trifling importance or routine nature subject 
to the total expenditure involved not exceeding Rs. 1 lakh.
